Is Anarchy Trev ftable'? 


“In those days theretwas no king in 
Isroel; every man did that which was 
right in bis own eyes" (Judges xxi, 25), 

Hero we find Israel in n complete stato 
of Anarchy; and, perhips, ontiroly ung- 
ble to account for it. ‘Nor do we find 
fromthe meager necount that blood 
flowed more freety at that time than 
when kings with frou, tyranny swayed 
to and fro the submissive Israelites, 

Now, these questions I ask, and jn 
good faith: Are we unconsciously 
drifting toward Anarchy? Is it a 
natural reewlt of social evolution? Can 
the individual check the natural course 
of social ovolution, wiy moro than sọ» 
ciety can exist without the ine 
dividual? Why I ask this ie, that just 
powso mouy individuals are making 
the grandest cfforta ;of their lives to 
shoo away Auarchy, If itis the natural 
result of social evolution, then I, for 
one, do not intend wasting energy on 
tho inovitable; or, in common parlance, 
shall refuse fo be ove df tho shoocera. 

Look iuto {he past, dnd what do we 

see? Itianotyet a xlecnde of yours 
since two hundrod thousand people 
madean unprecedented appeal to buve 
a law revoked that cast Dy M, Bennett 
and E. H, Heywood in dungeons, More 
than twelve thousand lèttera were ad- 
dressed to tho pregident; p beseeching 
bim to pardon tha former, v This wag an 
va Feat aati LARE Tob ot indl- 
vidnal morality; thas ie. the mht to 
print aud cirenlatethoughts ou morality 
as entortnined by the individual. “No 
restrictive lawa," wae the cry. 

When we cry too much Jaw, as thou- 
sande, yea, humlreds of thousands, do; 
when we succeed in repenling just ono 
obnoxious statuie; when we tell people 
to violate the law todo away with it— 
as, for instance, tho hotel-keepers of your 
city wero recently advised by emluont 
counsol to do--has not just ono more 


step beon taken toward Anarchy? 

Has it not been said, and wisely, too, 
that tho anvance of nations lies in the 
repealing of lawa, not in their enact. 
ment? Then must not nations advance 
through what seems to be but a kind of 
Anarchal evolution? 

It tho time comea--and who say it 
will not come--when moro laws are re- 
pealed than enacted, Avarehy then muet 
be inevitable. 

Some of our must brilliant and logical 
minds have almost us much as intimated 
this, Col, Robert G, Ingersoll, whose 
thorough knowledge of law no one will 
deny, bas said, inone of his heartfelt 
sermons to the struggling masses of 
laborers, thut, after all, with orery ro- 
course tolaw, they soon will discover 
how little can be accomplished by it. 

Now, I do not mean to infer that Mr, 
Ingersoll has ever as much as inbaled 
the dilute aroma of Anarchy, Unt does 
he not intimate that a groater, a grander 
gense of justice must exist among men 
than that which law can give, before 
mou will coaso stealiug each othor's 
labor by a system in whose shadows the 
faded reflections of chattel slavery are 
totally lost, when alongside this hugo 
monster--white slavery? 4 

Is it not possible that ho in the dim 
distance sees that coveted haven of hu- 
mau love, plenty, und rest, whither our 
collosal social ship is quietly dritte 
ing, yet cannot namo it? 


There are others, who ure ever activo 


in the struggle agninstlaw. Ure. Foote, 
Sr. and Jy, m making their ablo ap- 
peal to the legislatnre of this state not 
to pars another of Comstock’s infamous 
bills, bitterly fought law; and, it enc- 
cessful, they have but scored nanother 
victoryfor Anarchy. Though they may 
bo displeased, or, oven still more, dis» 
rusted, with my attempt to taint their 
acts with Anarchy, yet to prevent the 
enactment, to rescind, to condemn, to 
violate a law, irit not Anarchal? Porhaps 
I do not rightly understand Anarchy, 
but the general diagnosis of it 19 the

From Kansas whut do we hear? Well, 


only that tho individual nud law cannot 
harmonize. JE, O, Walker and Lillian 
Harman recognized tho priority of natur- 
al law to man’s, Yo elavorate further: 
that divine and artificial law are powere 
less to chango natural Jaw.

Later still, and what do we hear 
from Virginin? That law is justice 
and justice ia Jaw? No; but that 
Jaw hos invaded the most sacrod right 
of the muividnal--the right to tell to 
another the opinions held ou sex mate 
tore, underseul, Mrs, Elmina D. Slenkor 
is a Luman sex evolutionist, and has the 
samo right to express herself in under- 
standable English—yes, just na much go 
—us the fish, bird, or dog sox ovolution« 
ist has to express himself. 

Hore, there--yes, almost everywhere 
~-comes the unison ery: “Defend 
hoe against the tyrauny of law with 
thought and action, pen and purse.” 
This cry, though asupromely just one, 
is but the ery of Anarchy.

{ponents of Individualism, that is to 
say, of Anarchism, that “this is: 
constitutional Republic,” and that 
it makes provisions for needed 
changes without the necessity of 
“rejecting conformity to ils laws." 
Let us look at this a little. 

Tu the first place we would ask, 
whatis the difference between a 
constitutional government and one 
that is not constitutional? The 
British government is said to bea 
constitutional monarchy — while 
that of Russia is callel an absolute 
or autocratic monarchy. But Eng- 
land has no written or formulated 
document, called its Constitution, us 
have the United States. Its consti- 
tution consists of certain checks up- 
on the arbitrary will of the mori- 
urch, a certnin uncertain division of 
power between King, Lords and 
Commons, Of Russia it was once 
suid that “the dagger is the consti- 
tution”’—but this was before the 
days of dynunite—the meaning evi- 
dently being that force, physical 
force, ia the constitution, the um- 
pire, before whose court the final 
appeal must bo made fur redress of 
grievauces. 

Aud such we opine will be found 
to be the truth of the matter in all 
casos or kinds of so-called civil gov- 
ernment. [n England a largo 
standing army is kept constantly on 
guard, not simply to defend the na- 
tion against forcign invasion, but to 
suppress insurrection tb home, 
Aa so itis here to a very great ex- 
tent. We have a written constitu- 
tion guarantesing equal rights and 
privileges to all, and yet the history 
of this government shows that the 
guarantee isan emply boast, n fraud, 
a monumental lie, ‘The citizen lias 
often far less liberty, far less of 
eqnal right than he would have if 
we had no constitution-—-no written 
laws, but every man depended on 
his good right arm and the common 
senso of justice, to give him his 
equal share of rights. Before and 
during the war each party claimed 
to have the constitution on its side, 
but this umpire did not provent one 
of the bloodiest and most expensive 
wars recorded.in hunan history. 

“Constitutions” are, ab best, the 
expressions of men’s opinions upon 
governmental questions, and often 
they are not the oxpression of their 
authors’ most honest, and trnest 
thoughts. Constitutions are gen- 
erally if not always the result of a 
compromise between principle and 
epedicney, between right and 
wrong, between truth and falsehood. 
‘This is eminently true in regard to 
the history of the Constitution of 
the United States of America, as ey 
ery onoknows or ean know, who 
cares to inform himself. The De- 
claration that asaerted the Indo- 
pendence of the colonies, thongh by 
no menus freo from inconsistencies, 
wasn grand strike for the principles 
of self-government-—of Autonomy 
or Anarchism, as against all govern- 
menta based on Authority—-but 
when victory crowned the revolt, of 
which this Declaration was the bat- 
tle-cry, nearly all was lost by the 
time-serving = compromisers ` who 
framed the Constitution of the 
United States. 

Constitutions have ever been tho 
enemies of human progress. ‘They 
bave been the sarcophagi that 
smothered and entombed tho spirit 
of human liberty, from which tombs 
it has been liherated ouly by the 
convulsions of violent revolution; 
then—alas that it should be so--on- 
ly liberated to be caught and smoth- 
ered ngain in other “constitutional” 
sarcophagi. 

“Constitutional Republics make 
provision for needed changes.” 
Perhaps so, but history shows that 
it is far move easy to get a bad law 
enacted than it is to get it repented. 
And we think woare safe in saying 
that very few lawa wore ever ros 

peated sa long as people aequioseed 
in their enforcement, Tn other 
words, in order to getn law repealed 
it must first be mado a dead Neve 
people must ignoro it—refuso to 
obey it. The teudency of the mania 
for law-making is to become more 
and more rabid. A Tawemaking, a 
a law-enforciug, a Jaw-expounding 
anda law-worsluping spirit grows 
by that upon which it feeds—henee 
he who asks for repeal of laws is nt 
once regarded with suspicion; he is 
maligned, misrepresented and ostru- 
cised by thase whose craft it isto 
live and fatten upon the “law"—its 
enlargement, its enforcement, its 
uggrandizement, ih

Tho discussion involving and defining 
the relations subsisting between the ine 
dividual aud the collectivity called so- 
oiety-~the amenability af the unit of po- 
ciety to tho law, so-called—may be get- 
ting stale and uninteresting to some of 
our readers, aud yet if wo may judge 
from {he coustant recurrence of ques- 
fiona aud criticisms liko those of Dr, 
Baker in this issue, this subject or this 
class of subjects has by no moans been 
exhaucted, 

On our part, although tha disenssion 
laa lost, to some extent, the attraction 
that freshness or noyolty gives, we are 
by no means loth to keep it before the 
roaders of Luciren, belloving st to bo 
abasic or fundamental issue, upon the 
right solution or adjustment of which 
hangsall our hopes of bettering the 
present unsatisfactory condition of hu- 
man society, and, indeed, upon which 
rest all our hopes of preventing our 
present acknowledged evila from going 
rapidly from the bad to the incaleulably 
worse, 


First, ten, lot ua understand cach 
othor as to terms, Pr Baker says: 


Tho editorinig olgim that Soclety does not 
exist, thatinisnotancatty or person, and 
therefore, as such, can hayo no rights nor 

utos. 


Aud again: 

Vut the idea with the editorial eritiotam ts 
to diacard pocery because nll rights, duties, 
eriimes and punishments are indlytdualcthat 
Society, nasuh, bas no rights, no duties, 
rimes or punishments, 

Hero the Doctor reprosonta us first as 
saying tbat"Society does not exist,” and 
then thatitdoes extat, but that we ree 
gard it as an ovil to be discarded. Ifthe 
will read again what we hayo said fram 
time to time on this subject hoe will seo 
that, winlo we discard the popular no» 
tious aa tu the rights, powers and duties 
of society, wa accept thie word in the 
souse of a voluntary association of indi. 


viduals for mutual benefit—for mutual 
defense. Society, in its true and good 
Bense, moans an arrangement, partly 
natural and partly artificial, by which 
the rights» powers and privileges of the 
individual may be protected, increased 
and confirmed. An arrangement that 
never demands nor necessitates tha sur- 
render of asingle nataral right of any 
individual. In this sense, society 38 the 
creature, the servant, the friend, but al- 
so the inferior of the individual, and 
whenever it assumes the role of creator, 
master or superior, it becomes an en- 
emy, na usurper, a tyrant, to be de» 
throned, ubolished or reconstructed. 
Society is made or was made for thein- 
dividual, not the individual for society, 


The popular idea, on tbe coutrary, is 
that Society (big BI is a sort of divinity, 
vastly superior,in power and rights, to 
tho individual man or woman. That 
the individual was made for Society, 
and that he haa no rights as against the 
rights of Society. Organized Society 
(the State) may take the money, the 
property and tho life itself of the indiv- 
idual if needed for ita own preservation 
or aggrandizement. Tagos for the sup- 
port of the governmant take precedence 
ofall other claims, and when danger 
throatens tho life of the state the indiv- 
idual is drivon to tho frontiers--more na 
a criminal than as an equal soverergn—~ 
a gon is placed in bis hands and he is 
compelled to commit murder or submit 
to be murdored,—uenally it is both! 

This, in brief, is the popular view or 
definition of society, nnd ngninst this 
definition we tako most decided issue. 
Wo ropent again and again that Society 
-organized society, or the State—is not 
a person, not an entity, not n thing 
against which a crimo can be committed, 
nor a thiug that can commit a crime. 
All the crimes that over were or that 
ever can be committed were or will bo 
thoacte of {individual human beings 
against individual human beings. 
Rights, duties, crimes, punishments, 
virtues, vices, can only be predicated of 
living, breathing, sentient beiugs, and 
Society, in the senso commonly used, is 
not a living, breathing, sentiont being--- 
it is simply an abstraction, a pereonifi- 
cation, n creature of mav that can bo do- 
stroyed without spilling any blood or 
committing ony real crime, 


Dr, B. asks us if we “hold the idea of 
any necessity for political compacts, or 
any form ot civil governmente to hold 
individuals responsible to the publio 
good.” Ifour friend will state an in- 
stance in which tho "publio good” can 
be anything but individual or personal 
good thon it will be time enough to cor. 
rect our definition of Socioty, 

Again and again we repent that 
we are in favor of any and all “com. 
pacts” that may be necessary for muteal 
defonse aguiust those who cannot or will 
not keep thomselves within their own 
sphere of rights; that is tosay, we advo- 
cate the enactment of all laws necessary 
to and for the restraint of evil-doers, 
Bat tbis is not government, civil or une 
civi Government moana control; it 
means directing power, In order to 
have civil government, as commonly un» 
derstood, wo must Lave governors, rul- 
ere, a govérning or ruling class--- eloct- 
ed, appointed or born to that position, 
it mntters but little which method of 
gotting the rulers is adopted. As Indi- 
viduahets, Anarchists, Self-rulers, we 
want no governors, no rulers, no governs 
ing or ruling class, We want a few--n 
very tow, policomen, nuda vory few ums 
pires or judges to decide in disputed 
casos. But these should always be res 
garded as the servants, not (he masters, of 
tua citizen, As a policeman, as a judge, 
tho ofticor is Jess, not gronter, than the 
citizen, Jndgea should bo chosen for 
the position becauso of their large com- 
mon senso and beosunse of their personal 
rocord for integrity and uprightness of 
character, not because of their extended 
acquaintance with statute law and legal 
precedents, ‘No statuto, no legal preco- 
dout shonkd aver be allowed to invalid- 
ate the claims of natural justice,” isn 
saying attributed to Blackstone, wo bo- 
lieve, Then, the beet and truo qualifica- 
tion of n judge is that he shall know 
what the claims of natural justico aro, 
not that he has been a good lawyer. 
Under this syatom we would bayo no use 
for tho present army of lawyers with 
their mountainous piles of books filled 
with statutes, made often by iguoraut, 
scheming and’ corrupt politicians, and 
with logal precedents mado often to be- 
cloud, obseure and defent, rather than to 
elucidate and simplify the application of 
the principles of justice. Under this 
syatem we would need no state legisla. 
tures, no national congress to make laws 


und to take paternal coutrol of the 
citizens, Weshould need simply afew 
boards of arbitration, composed of men, 
like the local judges, distinguished only 
for their good sense, their love of righ, 
aud natural justico, aud for their disre- 
gard of the musty precedents of an ig- 
norant and barbarous past, 

Once more only, for thie article, al- 
ready too long. Dr. Baker dooms it 
“best to reject Antonomy"’—“individ- 
unlity,” self-law---becausa humanity is 
still imperfect. That isto say, thein- 
dividunl mau or won is not wise 
enough nor good ezoum to govern bum» 
self or herself and therefore ho or she 
must submit to be governed by others 
equally imperfect. Under paternalistic 
systems of government tho rejection of 
Autonomy becauso of human imporfect- 
ion 18 all right and logical enough, but 
onthe theory of self-government by the 


people themselves and not by kings, 
lords or nobles, we must assnme that 
the individual citizen is nblo to govern 
himself, elso it will be impossible to find 
a basis for a self-governing republic, 


‘The stream cannot riao higher than its 
source. If the units cannot govern 


themsolves it ia stupidly illogical to ox. 
pect the aggregate or the collectivity to 
govern itself, Human beings are not 
like spokes in a wheel or brigks in an 
arch, useless unless braced up by a cers 
tain numberof kindrod integers. Hach 
citizen must be able not only to stand 
alone but to help hold up tho odifice do- 
signed to protectthose who are not yet 
strong enough to stand alone,---the im- 
beciles by naturo ar those made so by 
vicious indulgence. HH, 


BYPERCRUPICISM, 

As usual, Zeno is finical, giving him. 
solf to details and avoiding wide deduc- 
tions and extended observations from 
general principles. Itis au unfortun- 
ate peculiarity of his that when an op- 
pouont shows that an assumed result is 
logically deducible from a principle ac- 
cepted by Zono the latter will turn about 
and with an nir of trinmplinquire wheth- 
er this particular thing ie numed in the 
genernt principle, Of conrso itis not, 
snd no intelligent man expects to find n 
bil) of particulars in n atatemont of 
basio principles, ‘To illustrate: I affirm, 
“Slavery is wrong.” A neighbor of mine 
accepts this ns a just principle. But 
protty soon I find him engaged in the 
purelinge of a mán in the murkot place. 
Lupbraid him for bis action and his ro- 
nunciation of a principle previously nc- 
copted. Heretorts: “L am not violating 
that principle; I challenge you to flud 
anything in itabout buying men}? Fool- 
ish and jmprobable,you say? Yes, fool- 
ish, but ns to ite being improbable that 
an otherwise sensible man ‘should meet 
anopponent in this way, why, Zeno 
makes a practice of discussing Stato 
Socialism along just this lino of sophis- 
try. 

I havo never uttriluted to State So- 
ejalism any probable results which I 
did not then and do not now think the 
natural and legitimate outcome of the 
teaching of its founders and apostles, 
Marx, Lasalle, Eugel, ef ul Tho ex- 
isting Stalo assumes the right todo 
many things which Individualists re- 
gard as matters for purely privato en- 
torpriso, and it interferes with the free- 
dom of persons in scores of ways 
essentially wrong. It probibits,- -by 
means of taxes, licenses, tariffs, ote.,-- 
freedom of exchange; 3t largely mo- 
nopolizes education and almost wholly 
monopolizes the mail-carryiug business; 
it decides what the citizon shall drink, 
what pbysician he shall employ when 
sick; it punishes him if he works or 
plays on a oortuin day, and it says that 
heshall not buy the booksor pictures it 
condemns, It gives the land aud mines 
to favored porsons and cliques and erip- 
ples industry nnd enslaves the maces 
by monopolization of money. And so on, 
Now comes State Socialism and de- 
mands that the land shall become tho 
“common property of tho people, pot 
free land” (vide “G. M” in Workinen’s 
Advocafe, organ of the Socialistio Labor 
Party), Iteays that all great industries 
“aroto be administered by a central 
committes elected by the peuple,” (ibid) 
and it is known to all intelligent peopla 
thatit would regulate production and 
limit the hours of labor according to the 
decision ofthe majornty. <All this fol- 
lows naturally from the initiative of tho 
existing state, and it ian fair and logicat 
inference that the individual will be, 
when State Socialism shall bein the 
ascendant, completely under the con- 
trol of tba majority. If the hours in 
which I may work can rightfully be 
fixed at eight or ten or any other num- 
ber by any external power, that power 
can also with equal right tix the hour 
at which I shall retire at night or get up 


* 
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in tbe morning. All that is required 
is that “the grentest good to the greatest 
number” ebail be imyvolved, said “great- 
est number” being aolo julges for them- 
selves antl all others, It is useless for 
Zeno io say that these invasions, those 
tyrannies, sre “not nominated in the 
bond,” for they ure there, Jatent, 
but vobs the Jess ready to aprivg 
ivto vicions lifa whenever the majority 
ot the day takes a notion that thoy are 
essential to the well-being of the “great. 
est number.” 

The fact is, Zeno is nob a full-fledged 
Socialist, although bo grows very. warm 
in its defense and accuses LUCIFER of 
misrepresenting it, He 19 about halt 
State Socialist and balf Avarchist, This 
State Socialistic writer inthe Workmen's 
Advocate, just quoted, tells him: “You 
claim te bea Socialiet, Zeno, avd yet you 
are propagating cinarchistic principlos, 
which mean destruction und reconstruc. 
tion.” 2 

The State Socialism which isin Zeuo's 
mind ia touched with the sunlight of 
Liberty and would like to be on good 
terms with Anarchism; the State Social- 
ism contemplated by its founders ant 
allits logical Jefonders knows nothing of 
individual rights aud is tt the antipodes 
from Anarchism, ' 

REPLIES TO OBJECTIONS, 

Briefly im more partienlar reply to 
Zenos observations: 

1, Geno said: “Ifthe make his awn 
laws hois a dospot.” This was tho 
avent, Zeno mennt if be made his own 
lawa for others he was a despot, T nn- 
derstood him to mean 1f he made Ine 
own lawa for himself. My mistake. 
But how doos it help Zeno? If aman is 
a despot (as Zeno says he is) who makes 
Jaws for others, aro not two men who 
make laws for nnother, despots? Henco, 
are not the majority who make laws for 
the minority, dcepots? Tho agentis not 
a law maker aud he cannot exceed the 
instructions of his principals, but, on 
tho other hand, tho principals must not 
step beyond the pretty clenrly deflued 
livea which mark the boundaries of 
their domuin, They may hire an agont 
to guard their flocks and berds from 
the thief, but wheu the majority of (hem 
combine and command tbeir ogent to 
collect a compulsory tax trom all mem- 
bers of the association, the persons who 
constituto this majority have themselves 
become thieves, 

2, "Whon cue man makes laws for 
others it is despotism, and it is equally 
despotism when threo man make laws 
for two, In tho irst instance, State 
Socialism and Zeno admit that it ia 
despotism while in tho second they 
deny it. Iam not responsible for tbe 
irreconcilable contradiction.  Anarch- 
ism affiems that itis despotism in both 
ousos and all the time, and the argu- 
ment is that tho individual may fix bis 
own our for rising and defend his 
right so to do, bul ho may not “judge 
and punish” others who do the game for 
themselves. 

3. As above stated, the Anarchist 
does not say that “the ‘agent’ must pun- 
ish ag his whim dictates.” “Punishment” 
is foreign to the ideas of tho true Natur- 
ist, he will seek only to defend himself 
against aggressions and will bave no 
opinions or schemes to foree upon 
others, through either personal or ma- 
jority despotism. WwW.

“Pride oeth before destruction, 
Anda haughty spirit before a fall.” 


Last week Valley Falla and vicinity 
were visited by a fnrious tempest of 
wind, rain and electric discharges. ‘The

cost, itis snid, of five thousand dollars.

It was this feature of the church--its 
spire—donbtless, that caused its de- 
struction, If the Lutheran brethren 
Lad been content with a plain, unosten+ 
tations chapel, with no spire to chale 
lenge the édmiration of tha pasaer by, 
or to excite the envy of otber secta who 
wero not able to build so fine a church, 
their house of worship would probably 
be standing to-day. Thora was no in- 
surance on this charch, noteven 4 light. 
niug rod, its builders and owners doubt- 
less thiukiug that baving “dedicated” 1t 
to the service of God, Le would nut be go 
stupid as to strike it with his awn light- 
ning nor allow it to be destroyed by 
enemies of any sort, Its pastor, Mr, 

| Geiger, is reported to Lave “cried liko a 
lenild,” when hesaw hia church m flames, 
his beautiful and commodious place of 


business that he himself had been clietly 
Instrumental in causing to bo erected. 
Wa say causing to bo erected, for though 
Mr. G. had doubtless spent mony daya 
nnd weeks ju soliciting aid, in urging 
others to give their money and their la 
hor to help along tho structure, itis not 
likely that ho putin a single day oro 
aingle hour in hard manual labor upon 
it, from the laying of the corner stono to 
the placing of the gilded ball on the 
tower. Like certaio parties we road of, 
he Jaid upon the shouldera of other men 
burdens Leavy and griovons to ve burne, 
but ho himself searcely touched these 
burdeus with one of bia Little Ongera. 

Let us not be misunderstood. ‘Though 
there is one temple of superstition less 
m Valley Falls than there waa ouo week 
ago. -ono less building dedicated to 
the inculention of Christiavigsim, the ro- 
ligion that has over proved itself to be 
more the rehgion of hate, of bigotry 
and intolerance than of peace, of love 
aud of good will—although its pastor, 
it reports be true, has done mich to urge 
onwarnl the ighoman persecnlions to 
which theLucirrer band has beon subject. 
ed within the past year, notwithetund. 
iugal this wo do vot rejoice over tho 
misfortune of our Chriatinn neighbora. 
Wo do not “laugh at their calamity nor 
mock when their fear comoth,” as the 
Jewish and Christian deity is said to 
do. 

We only bopo that their bitter ox- 
periance will teach them a few useful 
lessons. Among these lessous we may 
perhaps baallowed to suggest the fol- 
lowing: 

(1) Reliance on physical science, as 
taught by that nou-Christian scientist, 
Benjamin Franklin, and by others of 
the same school;ia better than roliance 
on the unscientific tenchings of tho 
books called the Bible, 

(2) Workis better than prayer, Work 
built the churoh, but all the dedication 
sormons and all tho prayers of pastors 
aud flock (sheep?) could not keop it 
from being dostroyod by nature's forces 
—and all the prayers of all the churches 
combined will not build it up again 
without work, 

(3) Ifthe time, labor and money 
now spent in building and furnishing 
costly, untaxed churches deyoted to 
the suporatitious rites, ceromonios and 
teachings of the dead past, could 
bo spent in buflding and furnishing 
halls of sciouce, lecture rooms and read- 
ing rooms, where FREN invoatigation 
into aLn subjectstbat promote human 
wolfaro in this world--in the here and 
now---were the aim and object---then 
such time, labor aud money would be 
far more profitably expended,

Society and Civil Law. 


It ig the idon that Liberal views aro not 
hide-bound under a dogmatic creed of poli- 
tics, religion orscience; but an associated 
alliance whereby tolerance becomes n theory 
and natcral rights tho object, With this 
view, wo here notice the editorial criticisms 
in Lucirer in regard to our views in an arti- 
cle on Sodiety and civil government. The 
editoriala claim that Society does not exist, 
that it is not an entity or person, and there- 
fore, as such, can have no rights or duties, 
We adtnit Society is not a person, but ag ro- 
gards ita not boing an entity and having no 
existonce, we submit the following conces- 
sion by the editors; They say, ‘when wo 
speak of Society we mean simply a large 
number of individuals having the rights and 
duties of individuals, only.” The editora 
here speak of what they moan by Society and 
mive it oll the entity, existence and definition 
we nsi. Webster, however, adds the words, 
“interest” and “fraternity’’ to rociety, But 
the idea with the editorial criticiam is to dis- 
card Society because all rights, duties, 
crimes, and punishments, aro individual, 
that Society, assuch, has no rights, duties, 
crimes, or punlahments. We might say, 
with equal reason, thatthere sre no public 
dulles, crimes, tights, or ponishments—be- 
enuse public means about the same na Soet- 
ely, and both can rejected by vesting every- 
thing in individuals. Weask the editora if 
they hold the {dea of any necessity for polit- 
ical compacts or any form of civil govern. 
ment to hold individuala responsible to the 
publie good? If not, then my etudies in So- 
ciety and politics will have to be discarded. 
My information is, that civil government 
grows ont of the general law of reciprocity 
by necessity, and this law is tbo matual in- 
terests, obligations, rights and duties of in- 
dividuals as discovered by experience and 
ihe corruptions of humanity, So that civil 
laws are, at best, a necessary evil, like civil 
government itself. If humanity were per. 
fect, I would be forindividaality; but eince 
the wisdom of the past and every day’s er- 
perience of the present prove the necessity 
of publio alliances to protect natural rights, 
we deem it best to reject Autonomy as now 
taught and claimed, But the editoriala dis- 
claim tho iden that a mania a party tothe 
political government in which he lives, un- 
Iese ho “consonts.” This, IT presume, in one 
senso is true, for ho haa tho privilege to not 
exercise freo suffrage or go to Salt Lake if he 
chooses, or he may soactas to be disfran- 
chised from suffrage, But theiden is that 
every man who votos, or baa the right to 
vole, and through representatives has the 
privilege to help make the lawa, ia a party to 
the government, andif he don’t believe it, 
he can bo soundly converted by kicking at 
the politicnl harnesa, Therefore, wo say, 
that kicking nt the harmoss is not expedient 
hor prndent, and that itis not necessary to 
thy Liberal canso to defy civil laws and try 
tu create aympathy for self-martyrs, Itia. 
indeed, nn element of woakness to the cause 
of Liberalreform, Bat our editorialatell us 
that Liberals must Lo leaders in reform— 
in “intellectual growth, in social, moral and 
industrial reforma," This may be true, but 
the iden is about the nocesaity ot being self- 
martyrs by rejecting civil laws in order to 
land in this reform, It is acknowledged by 
the editors that reason, not force, can dinally 
control the mteloctual world, but they say 
the "State reats on force, Not reason” to ox- 
ecute and make its laws. I don't know the 
yronal code ef the State Of Kansas nor the 
sonses andreason of its law-makers, but, I 
presume, they will try to enforce their laws 
1f it requires “ncquiescence by Jails aud con- 
fiseation and bayonets,” Again, I gay, this is 
a constitutional Republio aud makes provis- 
ion for needed changes without men reject. 
ing conformity to its laws. If the laws were 
made without the “consent of the people," 
the case would be different.
